Arrest for Arson Partners In 
Grand Avenue Store, Scene 
of Latest Explosion. 


GASOLINE STORED THERE 


Italian, Seeing Mystery Clearing, 
Calls for Reorganization of 
the White Hand. 


RECORD OF MORICI AND MISURACI 


Are the police close on the solution of the 
baffling Black Hand mystery that has been 
mystifying Chicago? They think the Grand 
avenue explosion of Wecnedéday night may 
clear the long time mystery. 

Joseph Morici and Pietro Misuraci, his 
partner, were arrested yesterday on an arson 
charge in connection with the explosion 
which wrecked a block of buildings and 


} spread terror in the vicinity of Grand avenue 


and Green street. 

Morici, who is one of the wealthy Italians 
of the northwest side, was identified late in 
the day by John Cantlon, 517 North Morgan 
street, as having bought fifteen gallons of 
gasoline the morning preceding the explo- 
sion. 

He had the gasoline stored in the basement 
of his liquor store, which was the acene of the 
explosion. 

While the charge against the two men.is 
arson the police and officials of the United 
States government are at work on what they 
say is the first tangible clew to the identity 
of Chicago’s Black Hand leaders. The au- 
thorities say they hope to lay the blame 
for Mafia’ outrages before their investiga- 
tion is finished. 


Both Men Have Records. 

While the police were questioning Morici 
and Misuraci, a reporter learned that both 
men had been arrested on previous occasions. 

Morici told Inspeetor Dorman he never had 
been arrested before. Yet it was said that he 
shot and killed a man named Ganbarzello ten 
years ago. Ganbarzello and Morici, who were 


enemies; met in an alley near Grand avenue 


and Halsted street one night and started 
firing ateach other. Morici was shot through 
the neck and Ganbarzello was shot in the 
body and killed. 

Morici was arrested. He wae acquitted on 
the plea of self-defense. It developed that 
Ganbarzello had been a counterfeiter. 

Following this came a fire in Morici’s place, 
181 Sangamon street, under mysterious cir- 
cumstances,two years ago. The fire was in- 
vestigated, but without result. 


Other Man’s Police Record. 


Misuraci, partner of Morici, aleo figures in 
police and fire annals. He was the victim 
of a fire several years ago when in business 
here. He blamed the Black Hand for it and 
collected the insurance, 

Following this Misuraci became the treas- 

urer of a patent medicine company in which 
several other Italians invested money. A 
house belonging to one of the members of 
the concern was burned by an incendiary. 
What was believed to have been a plot to 
burn another building was frustrated by po- 
lice investigation of the first case. Misuraci 
shortly thereafter went to Danville, Il. 
In Danville, Misureci, under the name of 
Musraci, is said to have engaged in the fruit 
business with two partners named Mascart. 
The business wae insured for $12,000 in sev- 
eral companies. On Nov, 22, 1909, a notro- 
(glycerin bomb wrecked the building. A fire 
‘followed and all of the stock was destroyed. 
‘The fire insurance companies refused to pay 
in full and the men finally settled for 50 
gents on the dollar. | 

| Misuraci then returned to Chicago. Shortly 
thereafter one of the Mascari brothers re- 
ceived “Black Hand” letters demanding 
that money be brought to Chicago and paid 
here to an agent of the society. It is said 
that Mascari came here and after a consulta- 
tion with Misuracl, arranged the payment of 
the money. ' 


Go Into Business Here. 


Misuraci next entered into business with 
Morici at the Grand avenue address. Resi- 
dents. of Little Sicily were mystified when 
the firm opened, but watched it with curios- 
ity. : 

“Something will happen—what?” was a 
common query in the district north of the 
river and on the west side. Something did 
happen when, late Wednesday night, the 
building went skyward and the ground for 
blocks was rocked by the force of the ex- 
plosion. Walls were thrown outward and 
brick and mortar scattered for many feet. 
Realdents of adjoining buildings were in- 
jured in their wild scramble into the street. 

When the police arrived they found the 
two partners standing in the outskirts of the 


| crowd, Both were viewing the ruins, which 


were starting to burn. 

Their arrest followed, A little while later 
it was learned that there was $10,000 insur- 
ance on the building and stock. Then it was 
that they scented a possible arson plot and 


booked the prisoners on that charge. Later 


it was found Morici had bought fifteen ga- 


lons of gasoline which was stored in the 


building.

HOLDS UP PUBLIC 


C. S. Jones Says Retailers Do 
Not Give Benefit of Whole- 
sale Cut in Price. 


COST LOWEST. IN YEARS. 


‘‘ Retailers are hojging up the public and 
charging exorbitant prices for meats in the 
face of sharp reductions of wholesale costs.” 

Charles S. Jones, president of the Chicago 
Live Stock exchange, yesterday made this 
declaration and offered himself as the cham- 
pion of Chicago housewives tn a campaign 
to force retailers to make the cheaper cost 
of living an actual fact. 

On the other hand, Toby Hutter, president 
of the North Side Retail Butchers’ associa- 
tion, insisted that the reductions in the 
wholesale price of meats were not as great 
as the packers would have the public believe. 
He also denied that retailers generally were 
not giving customers advantage of cuts in 
cost. 

* Cattle prices at the Chicago stockyards 
now are lower than they have been at any 
previous time since March, 1908, when the 
market was just recovering from the panic 
of 1907,” asserted Mr. Jones in explaining his 
statement. “ Hogs are cheaper than at any 
time in more than two years; lambs lower 
than since September, 1908. and sheep since 
July, 1910. 

“In spite of these conditions, my retail 


meat bille practically are as high as at this’ 


time last year, when all consumers were re- 


signed to pay extravagant prices because of 


a shortage in live stock supplies, and every 
one I have spoken to on the subject appears 
to be of the same opinion.”’ 


Says Packers Can Remedy Conditions, 

Another live stock trader said that he be- 
lieved consumers were ready to rige in revolt 
against retailers, and while admitting that 
the latter were responsible for the exorbitant 
prices, he added a new phase to the situation 
by saying that packers could bring about a 
remedy if they saw fit. 

“ Packers have a certain amount of contro! 
over the meat retailers and they cou, by 


refusing to supply the small butchers, force 


them to make their prices to consumers con- 
form with the new low wholesale figures,”’ 
he said. 

A etrange coincidence of the agitation over 
present prices is that while housewives are 
decrying the high costs the Uve stock grower 
is just as indignant over the small returns he 
gete for his product, and both blame the re. 
taller for their particular grievance. 


Shippers Blame Retailers, 

“ Live stock shippers are deploring a 
dition which forces them to accept lowes | ture, 
prices for fat cattle than they paid for thin

Market Man Quotes Prices. 

With an idea of getting the retailers’ opin- 
ion of the situation, and intending to begin 
in the outskirts of the city and work towards 
the loop district, a TRIBUNB reporter called 
on D. Bouscher, 4666 Lincoln avenue, for re- 
tail prices on various meats. Mr. Bouscher 
quoted the following values: 

Leg roast of veal, 18 cents. 

Rib roast ef beef, 18 cents. 

Lamb chops, 18 cents. 

Sirloin steak, 17 cemts. 

Round steak, 15 cents. 

At this point he wanted to know why these 
prices were sought. 

“* What if lam thinking of starting a board- 
ing house in the neighborhood,” Bouscher 
was told. 

Mr. Bouscher then said that the prices he 
had quoted were ‘store’ prices, and that 
he could do “ better”’ for a boarding house 
keeper. He added the information that “ sir- 
loin steaks would not be what a boarding 
house keeper would want, but nice short 
steaks that would cut five to two poumds and 
cost only 15 cents a pound.” 


Tells Side of Retailer. 

Mr. Hutter, who, besides being president of 
the North Side Retail Butchers’ association, 
is owner of markets at 1138 Rush street and 
8525 North Paulina street, in explaining the 
retailers’ side, attributed the vartance of re- 
tail prices named in several instances to the 
fact that there are different grades of the 


. same kindof meat, which sel) proportionately 


cheaper or higher. 

“Wholesale quotations show an average 
decline of half a cent a pound during the 
month on all grades of meat except ham,’’ 
said Mr. Hutter. ‘‘ On the latter there has 
been a reductiom of 8 cents a pound. The ma- 
jority of retailers establish their selling price 
on a basis of 20 per cent above the wholesale 
cost, but I’}] admit there are some retailers 
who charge more in certain sections of the 


city.

Conversation on a Train. 

And this conversation, he swore, took place 
@ litte more than a month ago, on March 6 
or 7, on a railroad train on which were Mr. 
Weihe, Mr. Hines, and three of the Weyer- 
haeusers, Rudolph, John, and Carl, on the 
way from Duluth to Virginia, Minn. 

As at the other sessions of the committee, 
this evidence of the collection of a corruption 
fund was supplemented by other evidence 
indicating Ite use. 

Former Senator Albert J. Hopkins testified 
that his secretary, John M. Peffers, now @ 
lawyer of Aurora, informed him at the time 
of the senatorial deadlock that former State 
Senator George M. McCormick of Alton, then 
a member of the general assembly, told him 
of being offered $2,500 for his vote for Lori- 


mer. 


Corroborates Testimony of Landee. 

Mr. Hopkins corroborated the story told 
by Frank A. Landee of the offer of the late 
Representative Charles Luke to deliver ten 
Democratic votes to Hopkins if Hopkins 
would “do the right thing.” 

In general, however, Mr. Hopkins had an 
exceedingly poor memory and had no recol- 
lection whatever of the alleged attempt, 
thwarted by Edward Shurtleff and Roger C. 
Sullivan, to deliver seventeen Democratic 
votes to him for $35,000. 

He said such events in the senatorial dead- 
lock “ came and went”’ and that he did not 
“charge his mind with them.” His favorite 
answer was, “As I sit here now I do not 
recall it,"" but he admitted his memory might 
be “refreshed *’ at any time. 

The witness said he had forgotten the 
Landee-Luke incident until reading a tran- 
script of Mr. Landee’s testimony refreshed 
hig memory. 

Politicians, who crowded the courtroom in 
which the hearing was held, were particu- 
larly interested in Mr. Hopkins’ discussion of 
the deadlock and in his assertion that up te 
the last day he was confident he would be 
elected. As he said this former Gov. Yates 
and Lieut. Gov. Oglesby, who sat in a prom- 
inent place olose to him and facing him, 
amiled, 


Hughes Again in Limelight. 

John |. Hughes, of Lorimer’s construction 
company, a witness who distinguished him- 
self by his poor memory at the first session 
ef the committee, and who, Mr. Landee testi- 
fied, offered him the federal patronage of his 
district if he would vote for Lorimer, wag 
again brought into the limelight when Rep- 
resentative Thomas Campbell of Rock Is- 
land said that he, too, had been offered a job 
by Hughes. 

Mr. Campbell] also corroborated the testi- 
mony of Mr. Landee as to the Luke Incident, 
and spoke briefly and sadly of the case of 
Johnson Lawrence, the only one of a group 
of old soldiers who bolted Hopkins. 

Mr. Hopkins also was asked about Law- 
rence, and said that on the day of the Lorimer 
election he had warned him. not to vote for 
Lorimer, saying that if he did so he never 
would be able to convince the people of hig 
district that he had not been bought. 


Womack as a Humorist. 

Senator James A. Womack of Hardin 
eounty was examined and said statements 
attributed to him concerning the use of money 
in the Lorimer election had been made in 
jest and that he had no actual knowledge. 
This revelation of their serious colleague ag 

a humorist came as @ surprise to many og 
pee members present. 

At the session last week Mr. Tilden w 
served with a sybpcena duce tecum for 
bank records or other papers in his posses- 
sion, bearing on the Lorimer election.

This contained no reference to certain tele- 
grams known to have been sent to Mr. Tilden 
and his packing company by Senator Lorimer 
and did not touch on other matters with re- 
gard to which the committee wishes to in- 
terrogate him. 


Notice Is Sent to Tilden. | 

Attorney Bradford was instructed to me

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to receive Mr. Tilden’s reply, Mr. Bradford 
gent word from his home that he had com- 
municated with Mr. Tilden’s Chicago coun- 
gel over the telphone, and had later been 
informed by the latter that he had been un- 
able to reach Mr. Tilden, and would make no 
statement.

The com- 
mittee adjourned until Tuesday.

Q.—When you boarded the train at Duluth 
you immediately went into the smoking com- 
partment? A.—Yes. 


Met Party in Smoking Room. 

Q.—And did you remain there during the 
entire trip? A.—I remained there during the 
entire trip until the porter called out Vir- 
ginia. 

Q.—Now, did you see any persons fin that 
smoking compartment that night whom you 
knew or of whom you afterward learned the 
names? A.—I did. 

Q.—Please tell the committee who those 
persons were.

Q.—Dié you know, directly or indirectly, of 
any other member of the house or senate | 
who was approached along Mnes similar to 
those which Mr. McCormick detailed to Mr.

Tells of Talk with Lawrence.

'JILDEN SENDS AN EXCUSE. 
When Edward ‘Tilden. was calied itor At- 
torney William A. Bradford .responded and 
asked leave to read a letter and affidavit in 
explanation of his client's absence. The 
letter, addressed to Chairman Helm, fol- 
lows: 

When served with a subpoena in con- 
nection with your investigation I at once 
went to Springfield for the purpose of 
stating in your committee that I had no 
knowledge whatever of anything con- 
nected with the subject matter of your 
inquiry. I was unable at that time to 
obtain a hearing, because your commit- 
tee had adjourned. 

Later I attended a session of your com- 
mittee in response to your subpcena, and, 
while I was questioned regarding my con- 
nection with banks and bank accounts, 
I was not asked as to any knowledge 
on my. part-of the election which you 
have under consideration. In order to 
put myself clearly upon record in this 
matter, I give you herewith my affida- 
vit. 

In regard to my private papers, ac- 
counts, and so forth, I wish to repeat, 
as I stated to you at Springfield, that it 
is manifestly unfair to attempt fo compel 
me to expose any private transactions 
to public view when such private matters 
bear no relevancy to the subject matter 
of your investigation. My affidavit spe- 
cifically states that I never have had in 
my possession, nor have I ever had any 
knowledge of, any papers or documents 
which relate, either directly or indirectly, 
to the election which you are-investigat- 
ing. 

I sincerely hope you will see the justice 
of my position, and not require any fur- 
ther response from me. If, however, 
you are not satisfied with the statements 
contained in my affidavit, which I have 
endeavored to make specific enough to 
cover every possible contingency, then 
I will say that. following the suggestion 
of your counsel made at the hearing at

and Riddled with Bullets. 


AFTER KILLING WHITE MAN, 


Armed Citizens of Kentucky Enact 
Real Tragedy in Op-ra Huuse. 


Livermore, Ky., April 20.—[Special ]—Will 
Potter, a negro, was the central figure in a 
bloody drama staged here tonight, when fifty 
citizens dragged him upon the stage andafter 
stringing him up riddied his body with bul- 
lets. 

He shot and killed Frank Mitchell, 22 years 
old, white, in a quarrel. What the pair quar- 
reled about is not known, but a pistol shot was 
heard and the negro was seen fleeing from 
the scene. Word spread rapidly that Mitchell 
had been killed and the citizens began search- 
ing for the*black. He was captured by Mar- 
shal V. P. Stabler and placed in the city lock- 
up. | 

Killed on Theater Stage. 

Hearing the mob approaching, the marshal 
swore in half a dozen deputies and the pris- 
onér was.rushed to the local opera house, 
where he was hidden beneath a stage. A 
hurry message was sent to the sheriff, but 
before he arrived the mob had dragged the 
negro from his hiding place and carried him 
upon the stage. He was tied securely to one 
of the uprights, while the mob gathered in 
the orchestra pit below. A signal was given,

DIES T0 SHOW PUPILS’ PERIL 


Guinea Pig Succumbs to Germs 
from School Drinking Cup. 


ALL CHILDREN ARE EXPOSED. 
— 


Diphtheria Bacteria Proof to Be Put 
‘Up to Board of Education. 


— 


A guinea pig yesterday gave up its life in 
medical research work to prove that hun- 
dreds of little boys and girls attending the 
Gladstone public school, Robey street and 
Washburne avenue, were using @ public 
drinking cup in which lurked deathly diph- 
theria germs. - 

The guinea pig was inoculated with germs 
from a culture medium of beef blood where a 
bit of swabbing from a brim of the Gladstone 
school drinking cup had been planted. The 
little animal was inoculated April 17 and 
died at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. Dr. Tonney 
and Dr. Pellinger performed an autopsy on 
the pig to ascertain if he had died from other 
causes than diphtheria. They found that all 
the organs in’the guinea pig were norma! 
except those near the inoculation. 

Another guinea pig inoculated with dipb- 
theria germs from a drinking cup at the 
Motley public school, North Ada street and 
West Chicago avenue, is dying from the 
effects, according to Dr. F. O. Tonney, in 
charge of the laboratory. 


Other Cups Show Germs. 

In these two cups diphtheria germs were 
discovered by the health department, while 
sample cups collected from many other pub- 
lic places revealed the presence of dangerous 
germs, though none was as dangerous as the 
germs of diphtheria left on the cups at the 
Gladstone and Motley schools. Every child in 
those two schools was exposed. 

The health department will bring the mat- 
ter to the attention of the board of education. 


Find Sore Flesh on Cup Brim.

REOPEN THE KIPLEY CASE 


Men Put Back by Busse Refused 
Assignments to Posts by 
| Schuettler. 


One hundred and fifty policemen of Chi- 
cago, Who have been reinstated in the last 
four years, after having been removed for 
cause, are under investigation by Assistant 
Chief Schuettler and his detectives with the 
idea of causing their removal. All the rein. 
statements were made during Shippy’s ré- 
gime. 

The order to investigate the case of each 
reinstatement made since 1907 came from 
Corporation Counsel William H. Sexton yes- 
-terday when he began his fight to keep the 
five former policemen known as “ the Kipley 
squad "’ off the force. 

The corporation counsel filed petitions im 
the courts to have set aside the orders for 
the reinstatement of former Policeman W1l- 
liam W. Scott, John 8. Cheylewski, and Pat- 
rick Cummings. Stipulations were entered 
into in the cases of John R. O'Neil and 
Dantel Kipley whereby the filing of a similar 
motion to set aside the court order will not 
be contested, 


Reopen Kipley Case Today. 

Kipley, who is a nephew of. former Chief 
Kipley, is an ex-convict. secured an 
order of reinstatement from Judge Petit 
April 8. The term during which the order 
was issued having expired April 15, the court 
has lost jurisdiction in the case, according 
to Corporation Counsel Sexton, and he, 
therefore, threatened to appeal the case. 

But Attorney Michael F. Sullivan, counsel 

for Kipley, agreed to a stipulation, and the 
corporation counsel will file a motion before 
Judge Gibbons of the Circuit court this 
morning to have the case reheard. Y 
The court term for the filing of a motion 
in the case of O’ Nell also has expired, but 
through a similar stipulation the Ring of a 
motion to have the court order set aside in 
his case will not be contested by O’Nelil's 
counsel, 
Judge McDonald issued the order to have 
Cheylewski and Scott taken back on the po- 
lice force. In the cases of these two Corpora- 
tion Counsel Sexton entered a motion to set 
aside the order.

B. F. Clettenberg at the last 
meeting of the old elections committee that 
the redistriction should be approached as 
was the new house numbering system, with 
the establishment of an east and? west base 
line and a starting point at the lake shore, 
procedure from that point being conducted 
with reference to the present population and 
its changes during the next ten years.

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INITIATIVE AND 
REFERENDUM WIN 


_Proposition Is Passed by the 


Illinois Senate with No 
Opposing Votes. 


FEW CHANGES IN DRAFT. | 


Resolution for Convention to 
Frame New Constitution Is 
Adopted Also. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Springfield, Ill., April 20.—[Special.]—The 
initiative and referendum constitutional 
amendment, modified in some particulars 
from its original draft, but satisfactory to 
its prime backers, and particularly to the 
Peoria committee of seven, was passed by 
the senate this morning. 

It now goes to the house of representatives, 
where it requires a two-thirds vote of the 
membership of that body to cause the consti- 
tutional amendment to be submitted to the 
people in November, 1912. The prediction | 
ie that the house will not give to the pro- 
posed amendment the sufficient number of 
voles. 

Simultaneously the senate adopted the Cur- 
tis resolution, providing the preliminary 
gteps for the calling of a convention to 
formulate an. entirely new constitution for 
the state. Men who are close to the house 
organization believe this resolution will be 
adopted by the house, and that a conatitu- 
gional convention is a certainty, so far as 
this legislature can go. 


Stormy Caucus of Senators. 

The adoption of the initiative and ref- 
erendum resolution followed a belligerent 
caucus of the Republican senators. The lie 
was passed; the resignation of §enator Wal- 
ter Clyde Jones as senate leader wes de- 
manded and almost given; and on a flat show- 
down the real “I and R” advocates won 
and boGnd the entire Republican side to 
support the more radical of two propositions 
which were put up to the caucus. 

Senator John C. McKenzie started the ac- 
tual hostilities by moving that the ** confer- 
ence” terminate and that the senators pro- 
ceed to “ caucus."’ This made Senator Jones 
fiery eyed. He told them he would not stay 
in the caucus end said the senators who in- 
sisted on the proposition should be required to 
receive a majority of all the votes cast at the 
election were dodging the issue and temporis- 
ing with the main issue. 

‘You, as Republican leader of this senate, 
ought to go into a Republican caucus on @ 
party measure. If you can’t do that you 
have no right to the Republican leadership, 
and it is your business here and now to re- 
sign thet leadership,” cried Senetor Funk 
hotly. 

“That is only another ergument from the 
men who in their hearts do not want the 
fnitiative and referendum,” was the retor* 
of Senator Jones.

Peace Is Restored Quickly. 

A halt dozen senators tried to interpose, and 
Senator Beall, the stork mayor of Alton, 
caught the onslaught from the Bloomington 
genator and Jones was pulled back into his 
seat by Senator Hay and Senator Clark. 

The vote bound the Republicans solidly, 
and no time was lost in whipping the Hay } 
amendment into shape. 

The Democrats lined up solidly and voted 
against the Hay amendment to the original 
resolution, but they were buried in defeat by 
the Republicans. After the resolution was 
amended by the Hay substitute, the Demo- 
crats switched and voted in the affirmative. 
The roll call showed every member present 
as voting in favor of the resolution, the vote 
standing 40 to 0.

Springfield, Ill., April 20—[Speciat. ]—Civil

All of the measures were explained briefly 
by Chairman Morton D. Hull of the civil 
service committee.

Hull noted what he considered a serious 
weakness, being the “ tacked on *’ provision 
that the civil service commissioners shall be 
elected instead of appointed by the governor. 

The yote by which the bill was passed 
was 95 to 28. Several others practically voted 
“No” by hiding in committee rooms or re- 
fusing to contribue to the seventy-seven re- 
quired to make & constitutional majority.

Jones Introduces Measure in the 
j Senate of Illinois. 


MERRIAM FIGHT STARTS. 


Corrupt Practices Bill Indorsed by 
Upper House Committee. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Springfield, Il., April 20.—[Special.]—State 
wide presidential primaries in all parties in 
Illinois for the 1912 campaign hove in sight 
today as the first open move of the insurgent 
Republicans, who look to the leadership in 
the coming battle of Charles E. Merriam. 

Senator Walter Clyde Jones from the Mer- 
riam home district in Chicago introduced 
a bill in the senate providing for an advisory 
vote On president and vice presicent, on sub- 
stantially the terms provided for the vote 
on United States senator, under the condi- 
tions prescribed by the direct primary law. 


First Gun for Control. 

By political leaders the Jones movement, 
following as it did a series of conferences 
between Jones and Merriam, just back from 
Weasehington, and many talks there with the 
outspoken and more radical of the insurgenta, 
was taken as the first gum in the fight for 
control of the Republican nationa) delega- 
tion from: Illinois, 

The Jones bill provides that any candidate 
for president or vice president may submit 
his name for advisory voting purposes at 
the regular April primary in 1912. Names of 
presidential candidates shall be filed, just as 
senatorial candidates may file, and require 
@ petition of not lese than 8,000 names nor 
more than 5,000 names to be valid. 

The vote of the entire state is made the 
unit for advisory purposes, but there is no 
binding obligation placed upon any delegates 
who may be chosen to national nominating 
conventions, inasmuch as the direct primary 
law does not provide for the election of na- 
tional delegates by direct vote. 


Corrupt Practices Act. 

The senate committee on election agreed 
upon a corrupt practices act. The bill pro~ 
vides for publicity of campaign expenditures 
before and after an election or primary, and 
is substantially in accord with the corrupt 
practices bil pending in congress.

Appropriations Asked Also for

~ Chamber-Music Season.

HE honor of closing. the chamber music 


season fell to the let of the Flonzaley 
quartet. These four unassuming gentle- 
' men from: Italian Switzerland came to 


' Music hall last night and presented, before 
a select audience, one of the most beautiful pro- 


grams that the last eight months, fil as they 
have been with noble endeavor in/all depart- 
ments of the art, have brought to hearing. 

The concert served to establish the conviction 
that Messrs. Betti; Ponchan, Ara, and D’Archam- 
beau are today the foremost representatives 
‘this most intimate and exacting branch of the 
art and they deserve their preéminent. position 
not merely by virtue of the perfectly adjusted 
ensemble that characterizes their playing, nor 
yet by reason of the refinement and wealth of 
tonal beauty no less strikingly in evidence, but 
because of a certain lyric quality which lifts 
their art above the province’ of superlative in- 
strumental dexterity and endows it with all the 
spontaneous eloquence of inspired song. 

a 

Other quartets play, but the Flonzaleys sing 
upon their instruments. with a tonal sympathy 
and variety that surpass the possibilities of the 
world’s great voices. They command a. breadth 
and vigor that can suggest a greatness of utter- 
ance that ie both choral and orchestral. They 
can seek out the subtler inflection, the more del- 
icate and intangible nuance of light, shade, or 


tonal color that is the peculiar province of that — 


most intimate means of musical expression, the 
string quartet. But all the while they sing with 


‘that sustained and living quality of tone that is 


the essence of melody. | 
gIn striking contrast, yet with a certain 
spiritual relationship that was to be appre- 
hended clearly, came the G minor quartet of 
Debussy. The Kneisels have played two of 
its movements for us, but the work was heard 
in its entiggty for the first time last night. 


It is a significant masterpiece, though its com-' 


parative frankness and simplicity of melodic 
structure would/ seem to place it‘in a rela- 
tively early period. Probably ft belongs to the 
time of “ Pelleas et Mélisande.” Its eloquence 
of thematic utterance, its several dramatic 
climaxes, and its constant emphasis of @ sen- 
suous, harmonic beauty quite as potent in its 
restraint and economy as fs that of Wagner 
manifold exaggerations, 
all belong to the same musical fdiom that 
has woven a spell of mystery and tragedy 
around the Maeterlinck poem.

OUR BACKWARD JUDGES. 

The New York Court of Appeals held 
the act for the compulsory compensation 
of workmen. employed in extra hazardous 
industries unconstitutional because it 
amounted. to taking the property of em- 
ployers “ without due process of law.” The 
London Times, commenting on the decision, 
says “it is like going back to a world which 
has for us as good as passed away.” The 
New York judges, it says, are imbued with 
the sentiments of English judges of the 
early Victorian era. The older idea of free- 
dom of contract in the relations of capital 


would say its last refuge—in America.” 

Take a specific case: Last week a con- 
tainer filled with molten steel gave way in 
a Pennsylvania ‘stee] plant. Several men 
were killed and a number badly hurt. The 
accident was nobody’s fault. It was one of 
the perilous possibilities of the business. If 
it had happened in. England the employer 
would have paid the compensation pre 
scribed by law to the injured and the fam- 
ilies of the dead. Compensation ‘is one of 
the hazards of his business which the Eng- 
lish steelmaker must assume. It is one of 
the elements in the‘cost of his product. But 
in Pennsylvania, as in other American 
states, the worker is made to assume the 
hazard., For him there is no compensation, 
and when a law is passed, as in New York, 
to. give it him, the courts hold it unconstitu- 
tional, They can see only the property 
rights of the employer. 

American allegiance to economic theories 
and legal: rules which England has discarded 
is wavering. Jadges who have grown up in 
‘@ more wholesome atmosphere are beginning 
‘to cut loose from them. In the meantime 


the Times says, in discussing the opinions of 
several American courts, “ The various de- 
cisions upon the ever growing mass of labor 
legislation are not reconcilable; to the lay- 
man they appear capricious, and the lawyer 
must own that many of them rest upon re- 
fined and obscure reasoning. Legislatures 
must be often quite uncertain whether their 
laws will be torn up by the courts.” 

That disagreeable uncertainty will last 
until we shall have amended our constitu- 
tions or put upon the bench modern and 
broader minded judges. 


EVIDENTLY A LOSING BUSINESS. 

A correspondent of THe Trisune is 
pained by its assertion that the duties on 
raw wool are too high. He says—and, being 
in the sheep industry, he thinks he ought to 
know—that without them the wool industry 
would perish and sheep become as scarce 
in America as snakes in Ireland. 

A wool grower, he says, “is obliged to 


to get the wool needed for one suit of clothes, 
For this wool the sheepman receives $1.50, 
and it has cost him in the meantime on 
an average $6.88 to take care of the two 
sheep.”

WHEN ANGRY PASSION RULES. 

Grievous as it is to find two brother 
statesmen at Springfield endeavoring tv 
swat each other on the jaw to emphasize 
a point of difference, it causes even mor 
grief to observe the manner in which they 
go about it. If one statesman finds it abso 
lutely necessary to punch another, if un 
other expression be adequate for his emn- 
tions, he never should employ the “hay- 
maker.” He is apt to hurt something- 
himself, the furniture, the peacemakers, o1 
even his opponent. The last mentioned has 
the best chance to escape injury. 

The haymaker is as obsolete as elephant; 
in warfare. It ignores the fact that a 
straight line is the shortest distance between 
two. points. It is too ostentatious, too pro- 
clamatory. It telegraphs ahead for a room 
and a bath, and there is time to turn out a 
band and a delegation of prominent citizens 
to receive it when it arrives. That is why, 
generally, it lands on the friends of the par- 
ties of the first and second part. They have 
seen it coming and, following the best tradi- 
tions of all ages, are in the way. 

Statesmen never should fight. It offends 
their dignity, disturbs their composure, jars 
their serenity, and is likely to bruise their 
knuckles.

During a visit home on leave von Rosthorn 
was brought into contact with the Austrian 
ininister of foreign affairs, Count Goilou- 
chowski, who was so much struck by his 
cleverness and by his knowledge ol men anu 
conditions in China that he urged him to 
nter the Austrian diplomatic service, promis- 
ing him rapid promotion. He returned to 
hina as secretary of the Austrian lega- 
tion at Peking, and a few months later, his 
culel being Ltransierred to another post, he 
was left as chargé d'affaires. 

His young wiie, not .Jv years of age at thai 
time, had just quitted Peking for Shanghai 
to take ship for her father’s homein Austria, 
where the birth of her first child was to 
take place, when, On the eve of her em- 
varkation, she Was made aware of the danger 
‘hich was about to overtake the legations 
at Peking in connection with the Boxer in- 
ourrection. 

Absolutely refusing to leave her husband 
alone to face the peril, she managed at the 
last moment to be disembarked and from 
Shanghai returned to Peking, arriving there 
just before the legations were shut oit trom 
the outer worid. She was the life and sou! 
of the defense, organized the ambulance ar- 
rangements, and even the perilous service 
of keeping the defenders of the outworks 
supplied with ammunition, in which she, in 
spite of the delicate condition of her health. 
(took an active part.

After the siege was over and after von 
Rosthorm returned home vith his wife to 
find themselves famous, he was promoted to 
the post of minister to Persia. There, too, 
he did well, while young Mme. von Rost- 
horn distinguished herseli by a still further 
feat of courage during the revolutionary 
troubles which for several years have made 
the shah’s capital an extremely unsafe place 
of residence. a 

While driving home one afternoon with the 
wife of the envoy of Russia from a reception 
a sentinel om duty before one of the gov- 
ernment departments leveled his rifie at the 
two women and fired, the bullet striking the 
carriage without, beasts Cues injuring it@ occu- 
pants. 

Without a moment's hesitation Mme. von 
Rosthorn stopped the carriage, Jumped out, 
rushed up to the sentinel, snatched the rifie 
from his hands, and seized him by the col- 
lar. The man was so astonished by the on- 
slaught that he made little attempt at re. 
sistance until the janissary of the Austrian le- 
gation had come to her assistance. For- 
tunately some officers and police, attracted 
to the spot by the noise of the shooting, ap- 
peared in time to take the man Into custody. 

According to the accounts of the subse- 
quent inquiry it seems that he had while on 
duty become imbued with a sudden sense 
of the. misfortunes of his country, which in 
his case took the form of absence of pay, and 
the consequent destitution of his family, 
Taught by the lower classes of the fanatic 
Moslem clergy that all the evils of Persia 
were due to the foreigner, he fired at the first 
foreigners who had come into sight, namely 
Mme. von Rosthorn and the wife of the 
Russian envoy.

‘The senator spoke especially of the recall, 
feeling certain that if it be applied to the 
mdiciary, as Arizona proposes, it will lead 
40 the breaking down of the American ju- 
ficlary system, or to the concentration of 
judicial powers almost exclusively in. the 
united States courts. i 

Opposes the ‘‘New Nationalism.” 

He made it clear that in the senate he 
should oppo#. as far as possible, any measure 
which reflects the spirit of progressivism and 
new nationalism as the words are understood,

“TIT never was subjected to a more dis- 
acreeable insult in my Mfe,’’ said BE. 8. Con- 
way of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce. 


Lobby United in Antagonism. 

Every member of the Chicago lobby which 
went to Springfield in support of the Juul 
and O'Connor bills, counted wpon succees- 
fully to solve the outer harbor problems, was 
ready to hurt opprobrium, malediction, 
bricks, or anything elee at the South Chi- 
cago member of the lower house. 

“The conclusion that special interests are 
responsible for the treatment we received is 
the only one justified,” said Trustee Clark. 

“It ig an absolute shame and disgrace to 
the state of IiMnois that one man should 
block legislation in the manner adopted by 
Kleeman. Here is a situation in which the 
busines@ interests not only of Chicago and 
Illinois are concerned but of the entire west. 
Every one is in favor of it.. No one has of- 
fered any objection to the solution of the 
harbor question contained in these bills—no- 
body but Kleeman.

GAIN WEALTHSINCE PANIC 


Indication Is That Shrewd Buy- 
ers of 1907 Seek Another 
Chance. 


The decline in the general market on Tues- 
éay brought a number of inquiries from smell 
investors and developed the fact that there 
is probably ea large volume of buying power 
awaiting a break in prices of good securi- 
ties. It seems probable that a break of 5 
points, should it come with any degree of sud- 
denness, would bring into the market this 
reserve buying strength and tend in some de- 
gree to stay the first declines.

It is true also 
that since 1907 there has developed a new 
volume of wealth ready to profit by the ex- 
perience of those investors who, for the first 
time. purchased stocks in 1907.
